our Channel this campaign. 

A gentleman lately arrived from Gibraltar, fays, that the 
Spanifh engineers have been fo fuccefsful in directing the bat-

{tanding on the whole rock of Gibraltar only fourteen fhops. 

The veffel which carried Lord Macartney to Madrafs, was 
the Company’s packet, the Swallow of 16 guns, copper-fheath- 
ed. She was reckoned a very fwift failer, and was expected 
to make the voyage in about four months ; fo that no accident 
having happened, fhe mutt have arrived there by the middle of 
June. The next fhips from St Helena will probably bring 
fome account of her. 

An application has been made by the Royal Society to re- 
open the tomb and coffin of Edward I. in Weltminfter Abbey ; 
but the requeft has met with a negative. The coffin of this 
monarch was opened to gratify the curiofity of that Society a- 
bout fix years ago, when the body was found quite perfect, a 
crown on its head, and a fceptre in each hand, and clothed in 
royal garments of fattin. One of the gentlemen attempted to 
wrench off a finger, but was prevented ; and this facrilegious 
attempt of the Virtuofi is fappofed to be the caufe of the pre- 
fent refufal. The firft application was founded upon a paflage 
in Rymer’s Foedera, which {tates, that Edward I. ordered that 
his body fhould be cafed with wax, and that his tomb thould 
be opened at the end of an hundred years. ‘The Virtuofi now 
are ardent to fee what effect the air had on the corpfe. 

A general review was made, laft week, of the Fencible corps 
in the Ifle of Man. ‘There are now 3000 men in arms for the 
defence of that ifland, and its dependencies, 

The Ifland of Minorca hath changed its mafters no lefs than 
eleven times, fince the Carthaginians took it from the Pheeni- 
cians, 452 years before the Chriftian era. —_Its laft conqueror 
was the Duke de Richelieu, who took it from us in the year 
17563 and it was reftored by the laft treaty of peace. But, 
we find in Pliny, that this ifland was well nigh conquered bya 
fet of four-footed victors, namely rabbits ; for, he relates that 
the inhabitants of Minorca fent a petition to the Emperor Au- 
guftus, to befeech him to fend, as foon as poflible, a fupply of 
troops againft thefe animals, who were in fuch multitudes, that 
they undermined the houfes, and grubbed up the trees. At 


‘ prefent there is a fimall ifland near Mahon harbour, named 


Laire de Mahon; but, as it is totally inhabited by rabbits, the 
Englith feamen call it Coney [land. 

The fole produce of the vines in Minorca is worth to the 
inhabitants, one year with another, about 27,000 I. and their 
produce of other commodities about 18,000 |. a-year; but the 
crown does not receive from it above 15,0001, a-year, after 
all the charges of officers, &c. are deduéted from the whole re- 
venues. 

In confequence of the number of French and Dutch priva- 
teers which now infeft the Eaftern coaft of this kingdom, the 
Martin frigate, Captain Wardlaw ; the Monkey cutter, Cap- 
tain Glafsford ; the Pigmy, Alderney, and Swan cutters, are 
dire&ted by the Lords of the Admiralty to cruize in the North 
Sea, between Well’s Bank and the mouth of the Forth. 

A letter from Spain fays, that the government were obliged 
to give every man in the Duc de Crillon’s army two dollars 
before they embarked, and to allow two married women to go 
with each company of every regiment, otherwife there would 
have been a moft dreadful mutiny. 

Sir George Colebrooke, after the delivery of his effects at 
his bankruptcy, had 400 J. per ann. granted him by his credi- 
tors, till his affairs were fettled; and, by the intereft of his 
friends, got his wife 4001. more on the Irifh penfion lift, fo 
that it appears that Sir George has had 8001. a-year to live 
upon fince that period; but the recollection of what he was 
poftefied of from the net profits of his banking houfe, previous 
to his failure, which alone amounted to upwards of 10,000 I. 
a year, befides 250,000 1. that he had in hard cath, in pro- 
portion to the annuity he now enjoys, has made him determine 
to try his fortune at Bengal, and he will certainly take his 
paffage in one of the very next fhips}for that place. 

The Dutch letters by the latt mail mention, that advices 
are received from the Ea(t Indies, through Perfia, which place 
the fituation of the Englifh on the coafts of Coromandel and 
Malabar in a much more favourable light than for fome months. 
They fay, the French fquadron has been blown off the coatt 
in a very difabled condition ; and thatthe L’Orient of 70 guns, 
M. D’Orves’s thip, is loft off Cape Coromin, and another in 
the Gulf. ; 

Fear always magnifies objects. ‘The Dutch, in the late ac- 
tion with our fleet, have done us fome,fervice, by enlarging 
that fleet fufficiently to deter other enemies from attacking us, 
who may not be in the fecret, that a part of the fhips mention- 
ed in their accounts were /hips in buckram!
